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ABSTRACTS 


NON-METALLIC FILLING 
MATERIALS 


Non-metallic materials for anterior 
restorations, silicate cements, acrylic res- 
ins and silicophosphate cements should 
be brought into proper perspective. 


SILICATE CEMENT: Silicates are 
easily manipulated. They are esthetic, 
have little if any dimensional change and 
can be placed with little undercutting. 
Their disadvantages are solubility in 
saliva, a tendency to remain acidic which 
may effect the dental pulp and in mouth 
breathers they may dry out and discolor. 


PLASTICS: Self curing plastic ma- 
terials fill esthetic requirements. They 
are insoluble in mouth fluids and harm- 
less to the dental pulp. They are color 
stable and excellent in mouth breathers. 
They do shrink and in many cases exhibit 
poor margins and leakage which may 
result in recurring caries. They require 
severe undercutting for retention. They 
require a painstaking and different tech- 
nique. 


SILICOPHOSPHATE CEMENT: 
This will blend with tooth structure and 
color. It is not soluble in the mouth and 
does not change dimension. Its ph is 
about neutral and it has an effect on the 
pulp similar to that of oxyphosphate ce- 
ment. In anterior teeth wherever es- 
thetics are not the deciding factor, silica- 
cement is indicated —By D. L. Graitcer, 
D.D.S. Dental Survey, October, 1952.

THE FULL COVERAGE 
ABUTMENT 


The precision attachment partial den- 
ture is an ideal restoration. Its success 
depends upon the abutment teeth. Inlays 


are contraindicated since the preparation 
is often hazardous to the pulp, the tooth 
form is altered creating a lever arm, 
they are often loosened, and the margins 
invite caries. 

Three-quarter crowns are subject to 
spreading of the margins. In porcelain 
veneer crowns the boxing buckles and the 
porcelain is subject to breakage. 

A full coverage abutment is indicated 
and the gold jacket with the plastic 
veneer is the abutment of choice. It with- 
stands stress and affords protection from 
fractures and recurrent decay. 

In the preparation the caries, if any, 
is first removed, copper cement placed 
and the tooth reduced with diamond in- 
struments run at low speed for better 
control. The preparation should extend 
slightly below the gingivae. 

Whenever possible it should possess a 
full shoulder to provide a finishing line 
for the gold and retention for the plastic. 

The impression is taken with an an- 
nealed copper band, or the hydrocolloid 
technique is excellent for those who mas- 
ter it—By I. F. M. Miller, D.D.S. The 
New York Journal of Dentistry, October, 
1952.

ANTIBIOTIC DRUGS AND 
BLOOD CLOTTING 


There is a widespread belief that anti- 
biotic therapy encourages thromboembo- 
lism. To evaluate the effect of antibiotic 
therapy of pro-thrombin time, bleeding 
time, clotting time and platelet count, 
laboratory determinations were made on 
eight patients who received penicillin, 
streptomycin, chlorampherical and aureo- - 
mycin, singly or in combination. 

Average daily dose was 600,000 units 
of penicillin, 2 gm. of streptomycin and 
3 gm. of chlorampherical or aureomycin. 

There was no change in the platelet

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS

COURSE | 


A new postgraduate course in “Cardio- 
vascular Diseases and the Dentist” will 
be offered by the University of Illinois 
College of Dentistry on Wednesday 
afternoons, beginning April 8. 

The course will be given over a period 
of six continuous Wednesdays. Classes 
will be conducted from 4 to 6 p.m. 

Dr. Maury Massler, professor of pedo- 
dontics and head of the department, 
will supervise the course. The faculty 
will include Dr. Harry Sicher, Loyola 
University School of Dentistry; Dr. Nor- 
man Robert, Dr. Carl Marienfeld, Dr.

PROCAINE IN DENTISTRY 


Procaine is not usually regarded as a 
toxic anesthetic. However, when ad- 
ministered in large doses or in high con- 
centrations, caution is indicated. In 
sensitive individuals even small doses may 
produce alarming or even fatal reactions, 
especially if it is accidentally injected 
intravenously. 

An intravenous injection of procaine 
may be as much as 16 times as toxic as 6 
subcutaneous injections. The author be- 
lieves that most of the unpleasant side 
reactions that occur are the result of in- 
advertently entering a vein. 

Sicher remarks on how frequently the 
needle enters a vein in mandibular block 
injections. 

By aspirating before injecting, this can 
be eliminated.
